THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The organization for the Annual Session in Vancouver in September 2008 is nearing 
completion thanks to the General Chairman and his Committees. We look forward to this 
session in Vancouver and our visit to British Columbia. 

The Annual Session in Ottawa was successful because of their committee planning and the 
enthusiasm of their committees and numerous volunteers. There are some final details still 
to be completed but we can see the light at the end of the tunnel. 

Future Sessions: 

The committees for Hamilton have been established and are working well. From the 
minutes of their committee meeting we note that all is proceeding well and may be ahead of 
schedule. 
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Moncton is continuing in the organization and planning for 2010 and we look forward to 
working with them on this annual session. We have completed our visit to the site hotel and 
approved of the same. 

Thunder Bay will be hosting the Annual Sessions for 2011. They are making plans and their 
chairman is in place. We expect to receive from them in the near future proposed plans for 
2011 . 

We have received an invitation to hold our Annual Session in 2012 in Winnipeg and in 2018 
in London Ontario on the occasion of the 150th anniversary of the founding of Scottish Rite 
in Canada. These invitations will be dealt with in the near future. 

We will again be holding a meeting for the future session committees in Vancouver and we 
ask that as many as possible future chairmen attend.

With this request 
for Past Active rank, this vacancy should be filled at Supreme Council this year. With the 
permission of the Sovereign Grand Commander, III.Bro.George N. Cooper had his request 
for Past Active status withdrawn. 

It is with regret that I inform you that the Valley of Penticton (Lodge of Perfection and Rose 
Croix) has surrendered its Charters. 

Terry McLean (COO) Executive Secretary, attended the annual conference of Grand 
Secretaries and Grand Masters Feb. 16 - 19, 2008 in Louisville, Kentucky. The session 
theme was “Motivating Tomorrow’s Leaders”. 

Along with the regular business at the Grand Secretaries conference, good discussion took 
place on the following topics: 

Long Range Planning, Strategic Planning and Implementation, Myth Busting Technology, 
E. Learning, Masonic Public Awareness (Twain Award) and Handicapped Petitions. This 
conference has good value and networking. There were a number of ideas that could 
impact on our jurisdiction.

Report to the Advisory Council

PURPOSE OF COMMITTEE: 

The mandate of the Committee was to examine all aspects of the Annual Supreme Council 
Sessions to determine whether the present format was the most efficient and cost effective. 

CRITERIA FOR ANNUAL SESSIONS: 

Before setting out on the task, the Committee members agreed the criteria for the annual 
Supreme Council Sessions was to accomplish the following: 

Conduct the annual business of Supreme Council 

Confer the Honorary Inspectors-General 33° on eligible candidates 

Conduct the annual business of the Charitable Foundation 

COMMITTEE INPUT AND RESOURCES: 

Collected data from previous sessions 
Committee members input 
Provincial Deputies 
Supreme Council personnel 

Matthew Todd, Harold Crosby and Robert Taylor met prior to the Advisory Council meeting 
in November 2007 and the Chairman, Matthew Todd gave an interim report at that meeting 
stating further discussions would take place and a recommendation would be given at the 
April 11 th 2008 Advisory Council meeting. The final recommendation to the Advisory 
Council was given on June 24 th 2008. 

A questionnaire consisting of 22 questions about the Annual Sessions was sent to all 
Provincial Deputies and the replies were very helpful for the Committee. The questionnaire 
covered all aspects and included items such as the length of the sessions, number of 
banquets, cost to those attending and much more. 

In fairness to the present format, which is working quite well, the Committee could have 
very easily reported not to change any part of the sessions, or made some minor changes 
to some of the agenda and timing of events. Looking very carefully into the resulting costs 
of the annual event it is very easy to see there is a bottom line cost to Supreme Council. 
From our point of view this cost can be merely written off as the cost of doing the annual 
business, but Supreme Council is funded by the Canadian Valleys and this cost is passed 
on in the way of per capita increases. While this may seem the fair thing to do, however, 
with declining membership and poorer financial positions of many Valleys, Supreme 
Council should be a little more prudent and endeavour to minimize or eliminate annual 
losses. 

The theory that the Annual Supreme Council Sessions should be a “break even” situation is 
true, save the travel allowance paid to Active and Past Active members. (The question of 
whether we should pay travel allowance to Past Active members was asked in the 
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questionnaire and most answered “yes”. The Committee feels this should be examined as 
a separate issue and perhaps setting a cut-off age, say 80/85). The fact is, when Supreme 
Council has been held in high cost centres, the bottom line loss has been greater and 
therefore the future planning of Supreme Councils must exclude such areas. In other 
words, Toronto, Vancouver and such centres could only be considered if hotels were 
secured outside of the high cost area. This could be entirely possible in these localities, 
then, of course we would have to consider the added cost of local transportation. 

As stated above, the Committee did feel the present agenda format for the Annual 
Sessions was working, however, it is very easy to see there could be a better use of time 
and in doing so, some compacting of the agenda could take place without sacrificing the 
social aspect of the yearly event. It was the general feeling of the Committee and input from 
Provincial Deputies that starting at Tuesday at 8:30am and not finishing until Saturday at 
11:00 a.m. is too lengthy a period of time. While it is fine to say we can eliminate a day and 
compact the agenda, there is no savings to Supreme Council. However, there could be 
savings to those traveling and securing accommodations in a hotel. 

Each time the Committee looked at streamlining or compacting the agenda, the Charitable 
Foundation meetings and events had to be considered, as the Foundation is an integral 
part of the annual sessions. While the Foundation is a separate entity, it is a part of the 
Supreme Council and the members attending Supreme Council are Foundation members. 
We must not allow the Foundation to be apart in the timing of its annual meetings. We will 
return to this subject later in the report. (See Appendix “A”) 

The Committee looked at the traditional way of holding the annual sessions in central, west, 
central, east, central Canada cycle and does agree the system is fair to Scottish Rite 
member’s right across the country. The concern shared by members of the Committee is 
the fact smaller Valleys especially in the Atlantic and Manitoba and Saskatchewan may not 
be able to host the event as their memberships continue to decline. With Ontario holding 
approximately 12,000 of the total of 18,000 in membership, and Ontario holding about 50% 
of the honorary members, it would seem logical the Supreme Council sessions be held in 
that province each year. This Committee is not prepared to recommend such action; 
however, the Executive Committee should consider this in some future years when a 
further study is being done. (See Appendix “B”) 

Careful study was made of the timing of the annual events and it is a known fact the 
second week in September is prime time in most cities and the fact when booking has to be 
done five years in advance and we are being told by Hotels to “take it or leave it” at their 
quoted room rate, this would seem to be sufficient indication we should be looking at a 
period less in demand, say August or October. Once again, this does not form part of the 
recommendation, however, the negotiating team seeking accommodations should be better 
apprised of the best timing for cost to Supreme Council and those attending and 
recommend accordingly. (See Appendix “C”) 

Both of the points above, i.e.: where the event should be held and the monthly timing can 
be addressed in later years after we have finished out the commitment to Hamilton, 
Moncton & Thunder Bay. 
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Consideration was given to conferring the 33° on a one-day event in the east, central and 
west on a yearly basis. This would have the effect on cutting down on travel and 
accommodation costs for the new candidates. We mention this because it was a 
consideration in our questionnaire and the consensus was; candidates’ cost is a concern. It 
is indeed quite a cost commitment for a candidate to travel from the east coast to the west 
coast, or vice versa, and while it might be argued this is a once in a lifetime recognition, the 
fact remains we should not overlook those who are not able to finance such a trip. While we 
are not recommending regional conferrals now, perhaps it is something to keep in mind for 
future evaluation. 

Appendix “A” is an attempt to compact the agenda and get more efficient use of the time 
during the week. As stated previously it does not save Supreme Council any money. It 
does create the “feeling” the Saturday night banquet is the “finale” and people would have 
the option to travel home on Sunday or stay for a Valley optional event if such were 
planned. The Committee did not evaluate the present Saturday optional program but would 
offer the comment, those events are becoming more costly and time consuming for small 
Valleys to plan and coordinate. 

Appendix “B” is a proposed schedule for a two-year cycle of the Supreme Council Sessions 
beginning in the year 2012 in a western location. This can be accomplished with smaller 
classes of candidates now evident and with increased authority given to the Advisory 
Council or for the Executive Committee to carry out regular business on a yearly basis. A 
two year cycle would not fit with the triennium installation of officers, however, this could be 
changed, with the proper legislation, starting in 2012 and the officers would serve four 
years instead of three. This would allow sufficient time to ensure those officers reaching the 
75-age plateau would complete their terms by 2012. 

Recommendations 

Reduce the number of days of the Supreme Council Sessions. By starting on Wednesday 
afternoon and finishing on Saturday night at the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Banquet. 

(Explanatory: More efficient use of meeting times. Eliminate the Thursday night formal 
Lieutenant Grand Commander’s Banquet and replace it with a “Get Acquainted and 
Candidates Recognition Night” on Friday. This would not be done in formal banquet style. It 
would allow the time to recognize the candidates in a more relaxed atmosphere. The 
average cost per person for the Thursday night banquet for the last 3 years (Halifax, 
Ottawa and Toronto) was $52.50. 

The average cost per person for the Wednesday night function for the same 3-year period 
was $12.78. The “Get Acquainted Night” could be upgraded to a more substantial food 
presentation; say $25.00 per person and the savings would be in the range of $15/16,000. 
While Supreme Council would not benefit from the total savings, should we decide not to 
decrease the registration fee for Honorary Members, there would be a direct saving. The 
Committee recommends not decreasing the fees. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s Banquet on Saturday night would be the formal “grand 
finale” of the Session. 
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This recommendation could be implemented in Moncton in 2010. 

See Appendix A for details. 

Hold Supreme Council Sessions on a two-year cycle commencing in 2012. 

(Explanatory: There will be cost savings relating to travel allowance (average $36 thousand 
last 5 years) and General costs (average $49 thousand last 5 years). Supreme Council 
control of Session budgeting and actual expenses, ensure Sessions are not held in high 
cost areas, increases in Session registration fees, when necessary, phasing out of travel 
allowance to Past Active members. Given the lower number of eligible candidates it would 
seem practical to confer the degree every two years. As part of this recommendation it is 
assumed the forward planning would ensure sessions are not held in high cost areas of 
Canada. The escalating cost of travel is another reason for holding the sessions every two 
years. 

In order to meet these criteria, it will be necessary for officers to hold office for four years. 
Necessary Statute & Regulations changes will be made in order to implement the change 
by 2012. 

Please refer to Appendix B for details. 

It would also be necessary for a yearly one-day Executive session and Foundation Annual 
meeting at a convenient time and location.

It is the feeling that September is prime because school has started and the weather is very 
suitable for tourist travel especially to coastal and other attractive areas. 

It would be wise for Supreme Council to have one negotiating team for hotel acquisition. 

When negotiating room rates with the hotel it is important to hold back some of the items 
such as one banquet as a tool to negotiate lower room rates and some free rooms. In other 
words don’t offer everything to hotel up front. Large banquets can be a lucrative part of a 
conference in a hotel, especially if there are cash/host bars and table wine. 

The sample rates from Halifax are typical of many other Canadian cities according to our 
resource person, Ms Mary Dempster, Manager of the two Halifax Delta Hotels. 

A change in timing from the traditional 2nd week in September would have to be carefully 
assessed and to ensure there was no overlap with other major Masonic functions in 
Canada or internationally.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON GRAND REPRESENTATIVES 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I was pleased to accept my appointment by the Sovereign Grand Commander to Chair an 
Ad Hoc committee of one to review and analyse the Grand Representative system between 
our Supreme Council and with those Supreme Councils in the world with who we are in 
amity. I designed and circulated a questionnaire among our present 51 Grand 
Representatives to assist me with the collection of data to prepare my report. 

This report is submitted in three sections that are titled as follows: 

A) Questions.Page 2 

B) Observations.Pages 3 - 5 

C) Conclusions.Pages 6-7 

My conclusion (Section “C”), based on information received and the assessment of the 
systems in other Masonic bodies, suggests that the Grand Representative system fulfills no 
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purpose to our Supreme Council other than with our relationship with the Supreme 
Councils of the United States of America. Those relationships are at the Sovereign Grand 
Commander level rather than the Grand Representative level which in most cases are one 
and the same. 

Please note that this report relates to the communication and visitation of the Grand 
Representatives and not the visitation, communication and comradery among the 
Sovereign Grand Commanders of the World. 

The Fraternal Relations Committee fulfills a substantial part of the communication with the 
Supreme Councils with whom we are in amity, which I suspect was handled, for valid 
reasons (C 1), by the Grand Representative system in an earlier era. 

A) Questions: 

Has the purpose and/or the objective of the roll of the Grand Representatives been 
defined? 

The response has been overwhelmingly “none received”. 

Are there written instructions for the Grand Representatives explaining their duties? 

None known or found. 

Do our Grand Representatives understand their duties? 

Responses to questions 1 and 2 above and the comments received suggest that the Grand 
Representatives feel that they have been on their own to decide on the action to be taken. 

Has there been any communication between the Grand Representatives of both Supreme 
Councils? 

See B) Observations 

Is there any benefit gained from our present Grand Representative system? 

See C) Conclusions

The Supreme Councils with who we are in amity with both their and our Grand 
Representatives are listed in the Annual Proceedings and may be found on pages 249 & 
250 of the 2007 Proceedings. 

The addresses for the Grand Secretaries of the Supreme Councils with whom we are in 
amity are listed in the Annual Proceedings and may be found on pages 247 & 248 of the 
2007 Proceedings. 

The roll of the Grand Representatives is called at each Annual Session. The response is 
received from those who are present. It is a very poor representation. 
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There are 51 Supreme Councils with who we are in amity. There are two appointments to 
be filled - Dominican Republic and Guatemala C.A. Questionnaires were sent to the 49 
present Grand Representatives with 36 replies (74%) received. 

With the exception of the Supreme Councils of the N.M.J. and of the SJ of the United 
States of America, there is virtually no contact among the Grand Representatives of the 
other Supreme Councils. 

The copy of our Proceedings is sent annually to the other 51 Supreme Councils of the 
World with whom we are in amity. This practice has been followed for a number of years. 
Postage and photocopying is expensive exceeding $18.00 each. Reductions in these costs 
were achieved in 2007 by sending the Proceedings in a CD format. 

Our appointed Grand Representatives made an initial contact with their assigned Supreme 
Council on their appointment. No response was ever acknowledged or received and this 
has been the experience for almost all our Grand Representatives. In some cases as many 
as thirty years have elapsed with no communication or response since the initial contact. 
We have faithfully sent a copy of our Annual Session Proceedings to these 51 Supreme 
Councils with who we are in amity. 

The responses to the questionnaire received indicated there have been three visits made 
by our Grand Representatives to other Supreme Councils and in one case it was 
reciprocated. That was reported as happening about 25 years ago. However there are 
frequent visits among the Sovereign Grand Commanders of Canada and the United States 
of America. The visits I am discussing relate to those of our Grand Representatives and do 
not include the visitations among the Sovereign Grand Commanders of the World. 

All Grand Representatives are Active or Past Active members of our Supreme Council. 
Some have reached that stage in life where they are unable or are having difficulty 
attending our Annual Sessions and performing their other duties. 

Must a Grand Representative be an Active or Past Active member of Supreme Council? 

We have a number of Honorary Inspectors General who are native to a country where 
there is a Supreme Council with whom we are in amity. They not only speak the language 
but also visit their home country on an annual or even on a more frequent basis. 

These Honorary Inspectors General may be pleased to attend their Sessions or at least 
visit the Scottish Rite degrees being presented during their visits. 

Not many of our Grand Representatives speak the language of the country in which the 
Supreme Council they represent is located. Language does not appear to be a problem 
between the Supreme Councils as English is nearly universal. This may not be the case 
with the Grand Representatives they have appointed to our Supreme Council. 

The Fraternal Relations Committee with John V. Lawer, 33 Q , as Chairman submits a report 
to the Annual Session that is included in the Annual Proceedings. The report presents 
matters of interest related to other Supreme Councils of the World both with who we are in 
amity as well as those with who we are not. 
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If Proceedings are received from other Supreme Councils, they are placed in our library. 
Very few are received and not all of them are in English. It does not appear that our Grand 
Representatives receive or read these Proceedings. As a note: The Grand Lodge of Alberta 
does receive some Proceedings in foreign languages and pays a local service to translate 
them into English. 

Time has passed and circumstances have changed for some of our Grand Representatives 
who did travel to other jurisdictions and now find with decreasing personal circumstances 
(financial and health) are no longer able to consider such visitations or to reciprocate with 
hosting visiting Grand Representatives. 

C) Conclusions: 

The Grand Representative system may have provided information among the Supreme 
Councils of the World during Canada’sl 34-year history. There would have been fewer 
Supreme Councils and with communication being a very time consuming activity as well as 
incurring lengthy lapses of time, it would have been a satisfactory system of sharing the 
task among our Supreme Council’s Grand Representatives to keep all informed. Today 
with the ease and speed of communication (one e-mail to send information instantly to an 
unlimited number of destinations) brings the question of the need to continue the present 
system in its historic format. 

Consider expanding the appointment of our Grand Representatives to include Honorary 
Inspectors General who speak the language and often visit the countries of these other 
Supreme Councils. 

Records of attendance are created by the roll call at our Annual Sessions. Establish a 
policy that with no answer to the Roll Call for two successive Sessions, a new Grand 
Representatives would be appointed for represent our Supreme Council to the Supreme 
Councils of the other countries. 

As there is very little communication between the Grand Representatives, changes with our 
Grand Representative would not resolve the communication problem. However it does 
provide a means of changing Grand Representatives particularly when any one of them 
reaches the stage of no longer being able to fulfill the duties of that office. 

We attend a few selected conferences of Supreme Council Sessions with those with who 
we are in amity in the World. This activity has increased in the last two years. We are 
hosting the World Conference of Supreme Councils in 2010 and wish to show our interest 
and support for Scottish Rite Masonry on the World stage as well to promote interest and 
attendance at this Conference opportunity. 

The cost of visiting other Supreme Councils is an increasingly expensive item in our 
operating budget. This raises the question of cost benefit. If we are considered a Supreme 
Council of some significant stature on the World’s stage then attendance at these 
conferences becomes a part of the cost of maintaining his status and continuing to support 
the role and benefits of Scottish Rite Masonry both in Canada and abroad. 
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The Sovereign Grand Commander or his representative attends various Supreme Council 
Sessions or Conferences with other Supreme Councils. Relationships with other Sovereign 
Grand Commanders and their Supreme Councils are established and views and 
information exchanged. Reports should be filed with the Committee on Fraternal Relations 
to become a part of our Annual Sessions and included in our Proceedings presenting 
information regarding these Supremes Councils of the World. 

If the Grand Representative system is to continue in any form, then a manual of their duties 
and responsibilities must be prepared. These should include but are not limited to: 

Contact with the assigned Supreme Council 
Attendance at our Annual Session 

Filing annual report summarizing the activity with the Supreme Council represented. 

Reports must be filed annually by each Grand Representative presenting the current status 
of the relationship and information received from the Supreme Council he represents. Such 
reports would be reviewed and become a part of the report from the Committee on 
Fraternal Relations. 

I express my appreciation to all those who co-operated with their time and information to 
assist me with the preparation of this report.

The Committee request that they be given permission to send out the letters and forms to 
all Valleys. Copy of proposed letter attached. 

Objective: 

To optimize the use of the Supreme Council web site by the individual Valleys for the 
benefit of the members, potential members and visitors. 
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Thank you for taking the time to review my proposal regarding Valley links to the Supreme 
Council web site and for your request of further information. 

Since my original proposal (dated February 10, 2008) I have been able to answer several 
questions with the assistance of III. Bro. Jim Kirk-White. 

What should the Valley pages be...? I believe that the Valley links should be set up as a 
one-way communication tool to provide information to members of the Scottish Rite and 
interested non-members. Other pages of the web site already answer many questions 
about the Rite in general. Valley pages should contain specific information about the 
Valley. 

How is the website managed today and at what cost...? At one time there was a $75 per 
year charge to any Valley wishing to have a link for their Valley. The participation rate was 
low and the fee was removed with no sustained improvement in participation. 

Why are most Valleys not participating...? It is the feeling of the web master, Jim Kirk-White 
that the main difficulty is having the Valley send in their new officer list and schedule each 
year. 

If Supreme Council determines that Valley pages are a desired component to the web site, 
I believe that a few simple steps can make that happen. 

Create templates suitable for all Lodges, Chapters and Consistories, to list officers and 
scheduled meeting dates. 

Create a list of all Scottish Rite bodies in Canada with their schedule of installations. 

Populate a calendar to be used to contact each Valley or body at the time of installation to 
obtain updated information. 

With these tools in place the last component is to have someone invest the time to 
communicate with the Valleys and to keep the flow of information coming. I have created 
and attached a sample letter to introduce the initiative to the Valleys as well as templates 
that could be used. I will offer my time to work with the Valleys and provide this information 
to our web master as a pilot to see if we can be successful in this project. My work would 
be at no cost to Supreme Council and I would report back on the success of the pilot at 
intervals you may determine appropriate. In an effort to ensure a stable start up and test of 
the project, I will commit to four years (ending September 2012) at which time we can re¬ 
evaluate the success of the project and my involvement. Supreme Council could terminate 
the project at any time prior to that date, at your discretion. 

I hope this may prove of some value to the Scottish Rite and its members. Please feel free 
to contact me at any time at the phone or email address above.

AASR - DeMolay Canada “Marketing” Information 
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The Scottish Rite in Canada formed a committee, with the intent of assisting in the growth 
of DeMolay through out the territory. 

In an attempt to establish a system that would benefit the organization of DeMolay Canada 
and assist the committee in their mandate, I would propose the following information for 
consideration. 

First, in any area where there is an existing Executive Officer or Personal Representative, 
(an Executive Officer in Training) all coordination of efforts in that area needs to have his 
involvement. 

Wherever there is no current representation of DeMolay, the coordination should be 
through the presiding President of DeMolay Canada Inc. or his appointed representative. 

Our focus would be to direct our marketing materials directly to the individual members in 
each Valley by the most cost effective manner. There have been many attempts to recruit 
volunteers, without success. It is apparent, in our current Masonic climate, asking for 
volunteers will result in the sounds of crickets. It is our belief that if we can deliver the 
proper marketing information into the hands of the membership at large, we can have the 
most impact on a) potential adult advisor volunteers, and b) potential members in the 
organization, both of which are the life blood of our organization. 

With any marketing campaign, it must be fresh, new, unique, and repetitive. We have many 
such programs of print material available, but the facilities and resources to deliver such a 
program have always been the stumbling block. We would propose the use of email, such 
as has been implemented in most Valleys’ for the distribution of their monthly notices. 

It has been our observation, the target audience, being the “younger” members most all 
use email as a means of communications. It is presumable that most of them have already 
established the desire to receive their communications from the Valley via this electronic 
medium. It is equally presumable, most of them will be in the child rearing age, and would 
have sons who would be potential members. This, in no way, is to the exclusion of “senior” 
members, or presumably their grand children. It is simply meant to be a starting point. 

As things progress, and if a Valley Secretary feels it would not be an imposition, we would 
ask for space in their printed notice for our marketing material, or at the very least, a count 
of notices going out and we would provide a printed version from time to time for the 
stuffing of the snail mail envelopes. This printed version is only a secondary addition to the 
intent of starting with the electronic means of distribution. 

As with any marketing program, this will be an ongoing program, with a file to attach to the 
email notice on a regular basis, and will continue until it shall have been determined to not 
be useful. This would involve conversations between DeMolay Canada and the committee 
members from Supreme Council. But at a minimum I would expect it may take time before 
such a program bears fruit.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the 
year ended May 31, 2007, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this 
Session and can be found in the “Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements 
constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year 
pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2007, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton L.L.P., Chartered 
Accountants at a recent Finance meeting. For the year ended May 31,2007, your Supreme 
Council experienced an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $47,388 as 
compared to an excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $11,827 for fiscal 2006. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found 
in the “ Preliminary Proceedings “ present the results of operations for the year ended May 
31,2007 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2006. 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios have continued to perform well over the past year. Our 
Investment portfolios are in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and I would recommend 
that they continue to be engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the 
Supreme Council as at May 31, 2007 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, 
investments at cost together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less 
liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totalled $1,540,659 which 
represents a increase of $47,388 from the balance at May 31,2006. 

Our investment income aggregated $58,816 for the year ended May 31,2007 as compared 
to $54,322 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments amounted to 
$50,442 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of investments in the prior year of 
$6,926. Your Trustees and investment advisors continue to work within the guidelines of 
the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are managed within a 
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maximum of 65% / 35% split of fixed income to equity. The details of the investment 
portfolios can be found in the audited financial statements and in the Report of the 
Trustees. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing two fiscal years i.e. May 
31, 2008 and May 31, 2009. These proposed budgets have been submitted to the 
Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail 
in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions During The Year 


In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in 
the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General and the 
Grand Secretary-General are in regular communication throughout the year with our 
representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its 
performance. I am satisfied and entirely comfortable with the performance of R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities as is the Audit and Finance Committee. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer (Executive Secretary) have met on a regular basis to review various matters in 
connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, we have also 
met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and 
the year- end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, 
Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. and in particular, Mr. E. McDade, CA for their overall 
assistance and interest during the year. 

Candidates’ Capital Fund 


Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contribution from the 
candidates over the past few years. The investment portfolio for these funds now 
aggregates $38,709 [investments of $ 37,680 plus cash equivalents of $1,029] at cost and 
has a market value of $52,898, [investments of $51,869 plus cash equivalents of $ 1,029] 
as at May 31,2007. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$7,050. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Flonorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $150 
or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be 
invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme 
Council would withdraw, say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to 
assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. 
Accordingly, each year the fund would increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment 
income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new 
Honorary Inspectors-General. 
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This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of capital 
in the future. 

Per Capita Assessment 

I would remind the brethren that the per capita assessment established by Supreme 
Council a number of years ago, suggested that we adjust the per capita as shown below: 


2008 - $4.00 

2009 - $4.50 

2010 - $4.50 


Accordingly, as Grand Treasurer-General, I would endorse this adjustment. 

Conclusion 


In closing, I wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for their 
loyal support. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who have conscientiously applied 
fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Again, a special word of thanks to: III. Bros. C. Robert Townshend 33 9 , Sovereign Grand 
Commander; Matthew F. Todd 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand Commander; Donald N. Campbell

the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

66(b) Except if procured as provided for in Article 66(c)(iii) below, all rituals are the property 
of this Supreme Council and shall be returned and/or delivered to the Grand Secretary, 
Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar by an Officer or Member of the constituent body at 
the demand of the Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar (2008). 

66(c) The Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar of each constituent 
body, shall be the custodian of all rituals of the A&ASR sent to that body by the office of the 
Grand Secretary-General, which is solely responsible for the production, printing and 
distribution of all rituals. The Grand Secretary, or Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar 
shall distribute, or otherwise make available, authorized copies of the rituals as required to 
(i) the Officers of the constituent body, (ii) such other Members as may be assisting in 
degrees, and (iii) for a fee to be set by him, such other Members who may request same 
who have received the degree for which a ritual is requested. The Grand Secretary, or 
Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar shall instruct each recipient of a copy of a ritual that 
such ritual should be treated in a confidential manner and is to be returned to the 
constituent body or destroyed when no longer required. (2008). 

On review, your Committee finds these proposed amendments to be regular. 

Amend Article 61 (b) as follows: 

61(b) Each member, on receiving the Fourth Degree shall be entitled to a copy of the 
Statutes and Regulations by requesting a copy thereof from the Grand Secretary of his 
Lodge of Perfection, such copy to be furnished by and at the expense of his Lodge of 
Perfection.

REPORT OF 

THE COMMITTEE ON RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Motion to Amend Articles 66(b) and (c) as follows: 

Moved by Pierre A. Phaneuf, 33 Q and seconded by Lome W. Kline, 33 Q that articles 66 (b) 
and (c) be amended as follows. 
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66(b) All rituals are the property of this Supreme Council and shall be returned and/or 
delivered to the Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar by an Officer or 
Member of the constituent body at the demand of the Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand 
Secretary/Registrar. 

66(c) The Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar of each constituent 
body, shall be the custodian of all rituals of the A&ASR sent to that body by the office of the 
Grand Secretary-General, which is solely responsible for the production, printing and 
distribution of all rituals. The Grand Secretary, or Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar 
shall distribute, or otherwise make available, authorized copies of the rituals as required to 
(i) the Officers of the constituent body, (ii) such other Members as may be assisting in 
degrees, and (iii) for a fee to be set by him, such other Members who may request same 
who have received the degree for which a ritual is requested. The Grand Secretary, or 
Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar shall instruct each recipient of a copy of a ritual that 
such ritual should be treated in a confidential manner and is to be returned to the 
constituent body or destroyed when no longer required. 

An amendment to the motion was moved by Richard A. H. Brown and seconded by Donald 
N. Campbell. 66(b) “Except if procured as provided for in Article 66 (c) iii below.” The 
amendment CARRIED 

The motion as amended was now the motion and was CARRIED . 

The motion will now read: 

66(b) Except if procured as provided for in Article 66(c)(iii) below, all rituals are the property 
of this Supreme Council and shall be returned and/or delivered to the Grand Secretary, 
Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar by an Officer or Member of the constituent body at 
the demand of the Grand Secretary, Registrar or Grand Secretary/Registrar (2008). 

This is my annual report as Chairman of your Committee on Ritual. 

I) Varia 

Open and/or Joint Installations and Maundy Thursday and Easter Ceremonies. 

As mentioned in my report of last year, during the last years, your Committee received 
various requests from a number of Valleys and these were mainly about open and/or joint 
installations and Maundy Thursday and Easter Ceremonies. Your Committee has not yet 
completed the in-depth revision leading to a final approval in each case. It will endeavour to 
do so in the coming year. 

First Three Degrees of Scottish Rite 

In Montreal, the Condorcet Working Group of La Loge Jean. T. Desaguliers No. 138, 
pursues the exemplification work of its own version of the first three degrees in French of 
modern European Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite rituals. The Grand Lodge of Quebec 
seems to be hesitating still and has not yet taken any clear decision on this matter. It is not 
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known at this point when a meaningful ruling is to be rendered on this experiment and the 
possibilities it opens. We shall continue to await developments in this regard. 

Advice Requested 

Your Committee has been asked to consider the possibility of allowing the presence of 
members who have not attained the degree worked, within a degree team. After 
consultation among its members, this Committee ruled it was not permissible. 

II) On-Going Revision of Rituals 

Pursuant to the interim approval given last year to the Valley of Winnipeg to use a revision 
of the 5 Q that would allow the use of an ark and urn instead of a coffin, this degree was 
revised so as to include such an alternative, and it was slightly updated and polished at the 
same occasion. Special thanks go to III. Bro. Donald R. Thornton, 33 Q and a member of 
your Committee, who has produced very sharp floor plans and reproductions of the 
proposed ark and urn, which have been added to ritual itself. The French version has been 
adjusted with corresponding changes. Accordingly, I file with this report new versions of the 
5 Q in English and French, both in hard and electronic copies, and they are hereby 
recommended for approval. 

Some Valleys having complained that hard copies of the 15 Q and 32 Q , as modified in 2005, 
had not yet been made available through the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, I took 
this occasion to incorporate therein the amendments adopted last year for all rituals, and I 
supplied new updated 2007 versions to the Office of the Grand Secretary-General last 
February. I understand that copies of these have been made available already. 

As mentioned last year in my report, another of this Committee’s present objectives is to 
revise the 14 Q . We have already received comments and preliminary suggestions that we 
will likely incorporate therein. The text of the French version is nearly complete, and this 
task should be over soon, including the inclusion of the 2006 amendments. 

Albeit on the back burner still, some further work is cut out for this Committee. Some 
interesting suggestions by III. Bro. R. Grant for changes to the 21 Q , the 23 Q , 24 9 , and 25 Q are 
to be considered for incorporation in those degrees. 

Translation of the Statutes and Regulations 

A major priority for the Valleys of Montreal and Quebec was the translation of the Statutes 
and Regulations, including a complete set of available forms. The two first phases of this 
lengthy project have now been completed over the last three years. The translation is now 
complete. Thanks to III. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Ruelland, 32°, a renowned scholar, and a first 
backbreaking revision of the French texts is also complete. As all may realise, the 
translation of such legalistic documents, which have been the object of numerous 
amendments over the years, get to contain certain mistakes of consistency as well as 
obvious typographical errors, which are detected when a rigorous translation is made. 
Accordingly, certain modifications to the English version are in order so that we may end up 
with two exactly identical official versions. At the request of the undersigned, our Sovereign 
Grand Commander has agreed that a working committee consisting of the Chairman of the 
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Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation, the undersigned and the Grand Secretary- 
General should agree on a modus operandi to review these documents. We are then to 
adopt the process leading to the adoption of resulting constitutional amendments, without 
impairing the work schedule of the next Sessions when these will be proposed en bloc. 
Accordingly, I file with this report new draft versions of the Statutes & Regulation (in French 
and English, with highlighted changes as proposed) in electronic format for the Chairman of 
the Committee of Jurisprudence and Legislation and the Grand Secretary-General. In the 
meantime, I have also asked III. Bros. Lome A. Phillips and Philippe A. Decelles, both 33°, 
who have kindly accepted, to conduct a further polishing review of the French versions. 

IV) Appreciation 

On behalf of the Committee, I express a sincere and grateful word of thanks to all the 
members of the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, as well as the titulars of that office, 
past and present, for their availability and assistance during the past year, with a special 
mention for our former Executive Secretary, III. Bro. Georges R. Robbins, 33°, who was 
prompt in answering my constant requests for information and documentation; Thank you. 
Also to the members of the Committee for their support and to all others who were active in 
assisting us.

ON THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
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Introduction 


In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your 
committee is pleased to submit this annual report, which contains matters pertaining to the 
State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and 
newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada 
and from the reports of the Deputies received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 

Across Canada 


Inter Provincial meetings were held with all Valleys in British Columbia and Alberta. They 
were able to get to know each other, exchange ideas, discuss mutual problems, set goals 
and institute plans for attaining these goals. They have set a goal of raising the 
membership in Scottish Rite in British Columbia in each year. In Ontario, think tanks have 
been held and ideas exchanged among those who took part. They are to be congratulated 
on these new objectives for looking to the future for Scottish Rite Masonry in those 
provinces. In Ontario, the Active members and Past Active members of Supreme Council 
meet, as per the Statutes and Regulations, in July of each year to discuss nominations for 
the province of Ontario. Leadership Training Seminars were held in several areas of 
Canada. A number of Valleys (officers and members) come together and have a joint 
seminar. 

Telephone conferences (two) were held in the past year among the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Deputies, Grand Secretary-General, and the 
Grand Treasurer. They have proved beneficial to all concerned as items of mutual interest 
and concerns were discussed. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits, not only in Canada but also with our American 
brethren. 

We congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing Scottish Rite 
friendships. In Windsor and Thunder Bay they exchanged visits with their American 
Brothers. 

The number of Valleys helping each other in assisting members to receive their degrees 
because they were not able to attend their own Valleys due to other commitments is 
commendable. 

In Ontario, The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario has granted permission 
for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing portion of the notice to advertise 
other Masonic activities. The Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform 
their members, but also to sow a seed of interest in all the members of the craft. It is 
interesting to learn what activities the concordant bodies are having, and to support them if 
possible. We should make this request across Canada from all Grand Lodges. Secretaries 
are sometimes looking for information for their notices. 
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The Shrine Temples in several Provinces have offered space in their magazines for 
Scottish Rite to extend an invitation for their members to join and explain Scottish Rite 
Masonry. In Ontario Rameses Temple has asked for a representative of the Scottish Rite 
and concordant bodies to speak at their ceremonials and invite those who have joined the 
Shrine and are not members of these bodies to consider joining to further their Masonic 
education. We urge all Valleys to ask for this permission from the local Shrine Temples. We 
are all part of the Masonic family and should support each other. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the 
Scottish Rite. His devotion to this cause has enabled him to visit Valleys in British 
Columbia, and Ontario. During his 3-year term of office he will endeavour to visit every 
Valley in Canada. We extend our thanks to him and his wife Pat for their dedication to 
Scottish Rite Masonry in general and within Canada in particular. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander encourages meetings with representatives of all the 
concordant bodies. These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan, New Brunswick and Ontario. They harmonize the events of all bodies, give 
a greater understanding of the issues faced by masonry in general, and support a united 
format to the many issues, such as membership and information presented re the Masonic 
family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite on 
the web page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of 
the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on this award winning web page. The information 
contained in the articles and reports from Supreme Council is worth each and every 
person's perusal. Read them! Supreme Council would like your comments regarding this 
program of information and outreach. Remember to send new information for the web page 
to Supreme Council office. Register your e-mail address. Remember if the information is 
not received it cannot be placed on this award-winning page. A number of Valleys have 
their own web page and it is very interesting and informative to read. Remember to keep 
your web pages current. There is nothing worse than stale news. Make sure they are 
beneficial to all who read them. 

Some Valleys hold special events for the information of Craft Masons and the general 
public to attract interested Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the 
promotion of Scottish Rite. Some have presented portions of a degree and/or Masonic 
plays approved by Supreme Council to those in attendance. A number of Valleys have craft 
lodge degree teams. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a golf 
tournament with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and Halifax 
Learning Centre. Other Valleys also hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the 
Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina raised funds for the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation in Saskatchewan. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3000 to the Alberta College 
Conservatory of Music, which is then presented to some of their students. We wonder how 
much money is donated to charitable purposes by each Valley in Canada, along with the 
donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Maybe we should let people know 
what the total is, not hide our light under a bushel. 
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The increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social events 
after the business of the lodge has been completed is very favourable. Some Valleys have 
theatre nights, barbeques, picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all 
concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. In Moncton Valley the DeMolay boys and Rainbow 
girls attended as guests and provided some entertainment. The proceeds of the evening 
are shared with the DeMolay boys, Rainbow girls and the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The Rite News." 
It contains the summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the 
Charitable Foundation. This publication is available via e-mail and approximately 10% of 
the brethren receive the publication by this media. This Valley held a special evening for 
the installation of officers and a presentation and recognition to III. Bro. Donald Murray 33° 
for his years of service to the Valley and Scottish Rite in general. 

Communication with members is very important. We congratulate and thank III. Bros. C. 
Edwin Drew, 33° and Gareth Taylor, 33° for their efforts in sending the “Communique” to all 
Valleys. This information is always current and enlightening. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander has added a report on his activities in regard to Scottish Rite across Canada. 

The news of the Scottish Rite activities in all parts of Canada is there for members to enjoy. 
We should consider doing the same with all our publications and thus create further interest 
for our members. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to 
them and thus give them a chance to attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship. We recommend 
this to all Valleys if possible for their area. The dress code for each meeting of a Valley 
should be inserted in all the summonses. A number of Valleys do. We commend the 
Valleys that explain the significance of the Easter ceremonies in their notices. It again 
reminds the members of the importance of attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection hold open installations, to name a few: Woodstock, North 
Bay, and London. Joint installations for all three bodies were held in Calgary, as well as for 
the first time a joint installation of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix in Kingston, 
Ontario. We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their installation 
of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by the committee "on Rituals 
and Ritualistic Matters.” The Valley of Saskatoon used a similar format this past January. 
Winnipeg had a joint and open installation for the three bodies, and for the third year 
Regina held a joint installation for their three bodies on Saturday morning followed by 
lunch. 

There are a number of open installations and combined installations in use. 

We recommend approval for one joint installation ceremony (open and closed) for all three 
bodies and one for Valleys that have Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix. This will provide 
continuity in all Scottish Rite installations. 
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We take note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason Nights being held. From 
the results noted in the reports from the Deputies, these nights have assisted in the 
increase of new candidates. 


The committee notes that Scottish Rite Clubs are being used more and more in Valleys 
across Canada. Many like Brantford, London, Muskoka, etc. make donations to charities, 
supply wheelchairs, have special speakers, etc. 

These clubs add to the fellowship and allow members who do not reside close to their 
home valley to have contact with others. They also promote Scottish Rite in these 
communities. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and are expanding 
to locations to outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday and Easter Sunday give the 
membership an opportunity to attend in the community where they live and still be with their 
families on Easter Sunday. As an example we note that for the second time Toronto Valley 
held Easter ceremonies in Whitby, Brampton as well as in Toronto. A number of Valleys 
hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the members and for the 
education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the Valleys who 
sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow chapters. The chapters of 
DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these young members is outstanding. We 
encourage all members of Scottish Rite to attend one of their meetings, witness the work of 
these young people and show your appreciation to them. We trust that this experience will 
make you want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your Valley to be a sponsor of a 
chapter. In Ontario a representative of the Scottish Rite was invited to attend their annual 
session and bring greetings. The interest shown by the Valley of Moncton and their support 
and encouragement of these groups of young people should be an example to all Valleys. 
Maybe your Valley could sponsor one of these groups. Please consider and support one of 
these groups in your area. 

International Visits 


The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. 
Your committee recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our 
Valleys, but where possible we encourage and support them. These visits are made often 
by members from the Valleys of Windsor and Thunder Bay to their neighbours across the 
border. 

Inter-Valley Visits 


The members of Windsor Valley travelled to Chatham to conduct the ceremony of the 
Installation of Officers and Chatham returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in 
Windsor. This has taken place annually for many years. 

Members of the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Halifax Valley went to Summerside, Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg Valley. 

Valley of Toronto portrayed a degree in Barrie and Hamilton. 
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Events of Note 


Morning Star Consistory received its Charter in Vernon, British Columbia, this year from our 
Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° with III. Bro. Glenn M. 
Martin, 33° Past Sovereign Grand Commander as its first Commander- in- Chief. 

Many Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we congratulate 
these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour while they are able to enjoy it. 
They show the appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great Scottish Rite 
Masons for services rendered and their ongoing support of Scottish Rite. 

A number of Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
at their meetings to the recipients of bursaries etc. They are promoting the Foundation and 
the great work it is engaged in. These Valleys are fortunate enough to have the recipient 
speak to the members of the work they are engaged in and in which field of study. It is also 
a great education for our members attending the meetings.

Brian W. Gilkinson: The report could not be prepared until after the Audit and 
Finance Committee met. The committee met on Tuesday morning and as a result, the 
report could not be included in the Preliminary Reports. I will now read the complete report. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on Audit 
and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge of those 
duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of its members 
annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Financial Return to Supreme Council using 
the prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and report on these 
returns with two objectives: firstly, to offer information that may assist the constituent bodies 
in their financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member of those bodies is 
adequately informed on matters financial. These objectives can only be realized with the 
assistance of the leadership of the Scottish Rite that this body represents. It is for every 
member of the 33° to demonstrate the leadership that degree signifies by communicating 
the issues raised at the Annual Session back to the Valleys and to assist in addressing 
them effectively. The report of this committee to the Annual Session in Ottawa spoke of a 
familiar refrain over a number of review periods of late filing by some Valleys of Annual 
Returns, the incomplete use of the required forms or the incomplete recording of required 
information on those forms. The tone of that report was somewhat pessimistic in that there 
was an increase in the number of Valleys with deficiencies in these areas. 

The members of your committee decided after that Session to examine the “Return 
Process” to see if some simplification of the forms and streamlining of the number of forms 
needed would assist some Valleys in achieving greater compliance with the Statutes and 
Regulations governing the communication of financial information to Supreme Council. The 
committee is indebted to the Executive Secretary, III.Bros. Terry McLean, 33° and Evan 
Woodhead, 33° for their valued and essential assistance during that process. Meetings of 
the committee and these gentlemen occurred in the fall of 2007 and the spring of 2008 to 
begin the process of re-vamping the forms used to collect information from the Valleys. A

prototype of a new slate of forms has been prepared and is presently under evaluation by 
the committee after its use in one of the Valleys. I wish to thank III. Bro. Eric Shaw, 33°, the 
Secretary/Registrar of the Valley of Peterborough for his work in completing two sets of 
forms covering the last reporting period to enable this evaluation to proceed. 

During the past year the committee has continued to encourage a greater level of 
communication between its members, the Deputies and the Supreme Council office so that 
issues related to the returns could be dealt with early on and more effectively. This too is a 
work in progress but it is encouraging to see all involved working together pro-actively to 
address these issues - with positive results. Audit & Finance reviewers have undertaken 
direct communication with some of the Valleys and I have been in touch with a number of 
Deputies as the Annual Session approached. The co-operation of all in trying to correct 
deficiencies in the reporting process is most welcome. 

Areas in Need of Action Continue to be: 

Valleys where operating costs per member continually exceed the annual dues per 
member. Investment income can only ameliorate this issue for so long, particularly in a time 
of uncertain investment returns, higher costs associated with energy demands and the cost 
of living generally and a declining membership to defray those costs. 

Complete reporting of financial affairs by utilizing the full slate of the AF forms provided by 
Supreme Council or, if the Valley provides independently audited reports then those reports 
along with completed AF1 and AF 7 forms. Another Valley this year expressed the opinion 
that it was not possible to predict membership gains or losses and therefore could not 
submit a five-year projection for its budgets. In the next breath the correspondent asserted 
that if dues were increased the Valley would lose members. This too was a repeat of the 
sentiment expressed during the previous review period - so I’ll re-iterate. No basis for that 
ability to predict membership losses given a dues increase was revealed. It is not difficult 
to average the losses or gains in membership over the past few years to see a trend and 
predict where that trend will take a Valley if there is no intervention. Once a trend is 
identified steps can be taken to address membership as well as revenue streams and 
expenses. Tracking the average age of those passing from our midst and comparing it to 
the average age of those remaining can give a good indication of when losses in 
membership will occur. All this can spur activity to prevent the last person out being the one 
to turn off the lights - for good. Families plan and budget to accomplish those plans. 
Governments have been known to plan and budget responsibly from time to time. We too 
should be able to see writing on the wall given trends and react to them before the lights go 
out. Unfortunately we have lost a Valley from our Scottish Rite family this year. While there 
may be many and diverse reasons for this it behooves us to recognize the road we are 
traveling and if we don’t like where it is taking us it behooves us to plan a better route. 

One Valley commented that the Almoner’s fund was known only to the Almoner. The 
Almoner’s Fund should be a separate entry in the financial statements and communicated 
to all members of the Valley and to Supreme Council. This transparency is necessary to 
maintain confidence in the integrity of the fund and those charged with its administration. 
The committee is interested only in year over year amount figures, not the purposes for 
which its funds are applied. One return this year revealed that the Almoner’s fund was 
starting from scratch because the Almoner died and no one could ascertain what funds he 



had and where they were. That constitutes a breach of the trust all who contributed to that 
fund placed in it, not by the unfortunate Almoner who died but by the Valley that did not 
safeguard those funds. 

Commuted funds need to be assessed for integrity against the criteria established by 
Supreme Council to ensure their ability to defray costs over the long term. They should be 
recorded as a separate entry in the financial statements notwithstanding that a few Valleys 
combine those funds with general revenue and track the use of commuted funds through 
separate bookkeeping entries. The recognition of the different nature of commuted funds 
and operational funds is much easier, particularly over time as persons charged with the 
financial affairs of the Valleys change, if the funds are kept in separate accounts. There is a 
trust imposed on Valleys who have commuted fund accounts that the fund will be sufficient 
to defray legitimate costs levied against it over time and that they will not be dissipated to 
the detriment of the Valley’s long term financial well being. Those charged with respecting 
that trust should welcome the opportunity to check the health of these funds at regular 
intervals and report on it to this body. 

These issues are the most common to all of the committee’s recent reports because these 
are the areas of financial activity crucial to the health of the Valleys and with which 
Supreme Council is most concerned. That said, this has been a year of good gains in the 
number of Valleys submitting returns by the deadline or very shortly thereafter. The 
committee requests the Deputies to pass on our congratulations to Valleys that have done 
well in maintaining excellence in their annual returns and to those who have demonstrated 
a significant improvement in this regard. Every region in this country has example of 
Valleys that do an excellent job in this area from which others close by could learn. Bees do 
it so a little bit of cross-pollination probably won’t hurt us either. Only eleven Valleys, as of 
the date of this Annual Session, are deficient in the material submitted. The committee 
requests that the Deputies communicate with those Valleys the need to rectify this 
situation. It is interesting to point out that one of those Valleys has had considerable 
difficulty over the past few years in complying with the Statutes and Regulations in this 
area. It was a welcome development to see the Valley recognize the issues and resolve to 
correct them. As always the members of the committee stand ready to assist any Valley 
that would like to contact the Deputy with a request for assistance. 


Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of the Committee has reviewed all requests for by-law amendments. These 
were all found financially sound and forwarded to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the Auditor as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports. These reports were found to be informative and complete. 
Accordingly, the committee recommends their adoption. 



Financial Statements 


The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2008 were received and 
discussed in detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants. These 
audited financial statements can be found printed in the Preliminary Reports. For the year 
ended May 31,2008 your Supreme Council experienced an excess of revenue over 
expenses before unrealized loss on investments of $7,865 as compared to with an excess 
of expenses over revenue of $47,388 for the fiscal year ended May 31, 2007. Investment 
income totaled $56,969 as compared to $58,816 in the previous fiscal year. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee chairmen for the efficient manner in 
which they have managed the financial resources of our Supreme Council. Accordingly, the 
committee recommends that the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 
2008 be adopted as submitted. 

We wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, for their invaluable 
assistance during this fiscal year. 

Budget 2008-2009 

The Committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the 
Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2008-2009. The budget 
was thoroughly reviewed. We believe it to be realistic and provides for items necessary to 
meet the financial obligations, responsibilities and commitments of Supreme Council for the 
current fiscal period. Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption of the budget 
as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to express my 
gratitude to the Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, the Grand 
Secretary-General, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 33° and the Executive Secretary, III. Bro. 
Terry McLean, 33° for their capable assistance and significant contribution to the work of 
this committee. 

As always, the committee needs the assistance of every person sincerely concerned with 
establishing substantial if not complete compliance with the requirements of Supreme 
Council in financial matters. Do not abdicate the role of asking questions of your Valley 
officers to someone else. It is the duty of every member of a Scottish Rite Valley to ensure 
that its financial affairs are in order, to ensure that planning and budgeting forecasts are 
made and that its commutation funds are adequate to the task of defraying operating costs 
over the lives of those who contribute to them. 

Most of all I wish to thank the dedicated members of this committee who examine the 
Annual Returns and make valuable comments addressing issues in the hopes that they get 
communicated to the Valleys for remedial action before small issues get large and large 
issues careen out of control. Making some of these comments can sometimes be 
unpopular. Communicating them can also carry its own risks as Deputies fulfill their duties 
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to supervise and guide. However, making them and communicating them is part and parcel 
of trying to keep the Scottish Rite family strong and “ on budget.” The committee 
appreciates the support of all those who contributed to the improvement in the state of the 
Annual Returns this year. 

In conclusion, I wish to welcome III. Bro. Ron MacDonald, 33° as a member of this 
committee. The standard Masonic practice of explaining little with the secret intent of 
expecting much induced him to join our group and we wish him well in his new endeavours 
on behalf of Supreme Council. III. Bro. MacDonald takes over the reviewing duties of III. 
Bro. Phil Raymond, 33°, who will continue in an advisory role given his long and dedicated 
service as a member and Chairman. His experience is considerable and we would be most 
unfortunate to lose it. Thank you III. Bro. Raymond for your many contributions to this 
committee and through it to Supreme Council.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon the Standing 
Committee on Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with 
other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign 
Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon to this 
Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 



In discharge of this duty, the Committee is pleased to report as follows: 

XVII Reunion of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of America: 

The Conference, usually held on a triennial basis, was hosted this year in the Valley of 
Antiqua, in the Republic of Guatamala from March 5-8. 

Delegates from nineteen countries were present. Canada was represented by III.Bro. 
Matthew Todd, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander. 

The Conference hotel was the Casa Santo Domingo, considered to be the finest hotel in 
Central America. 

On March 5, an afternoon reception was hosted by the Mayor of Guatamala City, and in the 
evening the Grand Lodge of Guatamala tendered a dinner for all the participants and their 
wives. 

Papers were presented on the following topics: 

Scottish Rite Masonry and the Confrontation with Challenges of the 21 st Century. 

Humanism as a Doctrine of Scottish Rite Masonry 

The Tradition of Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite Masonry and its Faithfulness to the 
Principles of the Rite. 

Unfinished Themes from the XVI Reunion 

The relationship between the Grand Lodges and the Supreme Councils in the various 
jurisdictions as well as individual membership situations were also canvassed. 

A motion to have Guatamala be the permanent location of future Conferences was 
defeated. The next Conference is scheduled to be held in 2011 in Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
failing which the Supreme Council for the Dominican Republic will host the Conference. 


12 th Conference of English-Speaking Supreme Councils-in-Amity: 

Delegations from thirteen Supreme Councils, twelve of which were headed by their 
respective Sovereign Grand Commanders, met in Helsinki from June 4-8, 2008. 

This was the first occasion on which this Conference, - originally hosted by Canada, at 
Montebello, Quebec in 1954 was hosted by the Supreme Council of Finland. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by, Sovereign Grand Commander, 
III.Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° accompanied by his wife, Pat, and the Assistant to 
the Sovereign Grand Commander, III.Bro. W. Calvert Fisher, 33°and his wife, Hannah. 

The Aims of the Conference Were: 
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To be a forum for encounter and exchange of experiences. 

To study options and abilities of Supreme Councils to take a view on changes in society 
affecting Scottish Rite Masonry. 

The Forming, Constituting and Inauguration of the Supreme Council for Estonia, and to 
install the new Sovereign Grand Commander and the Grand Officers of the Supreme 
Council. 

At the first Plenary Session papers were presented on the following topics: 

Society and Freemasonry - by the Chair of the Foreign Affair’s Committee, the 
Parliament of Finland 

State, Church and Freemasonry-by Dr Kimmo Ketala of the Church Research Institute 
of the Lutheran Church of Finland. 

Civil Service and Freemasonry - by the Ex-Permanent Secretary of the Finnish Ministry 
of Defence. 

Judicature and Freemasonry - by the President of the Supreme Court of Finland. 

The “Swedish Masonic System - by the Past Grand Chancellor of the Swedish Order of 
Freemasons, M. Enl Bro Sten Sevenson. 

Topics at the second Plenery Session were: 

Threats and Opportunities for Freemasonry - with papers presented by the Lieutenant 
Grand Commander of the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of America, and the 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander of Australia. 

International Recognition at Present or in the Future - with papers submitted by the 
Sovereign Grand Commanders of England and Wales and the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction USA. 

The papers themselves, and the discussions and questions which followed, enabled the 
participants to hear and appreciate different points of view and methods of operation, 
yet all in common with the tenets of Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 


Bosnia and Herzegovina: 

Last year your committee commented that although a Supreme Council for Bosnia and 
Herzegovina had been instituted on September 23, 2006, no request for recognition had 
been received. No request having been received during this past year, we are now

VESPER SERVICE 

Christ Church Cathedral 

Welcome and Introduction by the Very Reverend Peter G. Elliott 

It is a great privilege and honour to welcome you to Christ Church Cathedral this 
afternoon. Christ Church Vancouver has had a long association with freemasonry; 
the corner stone of this church honours the freemasons in Vancouver who were 
amongst those who helped to build this church in 1894. 

While I understand that Masonry is not a religion and does not seek to supplant 
religion, there are many values and principles that are shared between Masonry and 
Christianity and I celebrate those. Chief of those is the acknowledgment of a 
Supreme Being—God—who can be approached through prayer. I hope this 
afternoon’s Vespers’ Service here will provide for you and opportunity to approach 
God through prayer in this historic Anglican Cathedral. 

Your tradition of masonry, The Scottish Rite is often referred to as the College of 
Freemasonry. Through your ceremonies and dramas you seek to educate all of your 
members in life lessons that make a practical difference in the way you conduct 
yourselves in the world. I believe that our world is greatly enhanced by men and 
women who take the time and make the effort to improve themselves and to be 
dedicated to service and compassion. The Scottish Rite provides the community 
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and the support for each of you to engage in spiritual growth and personal 
development. This is a good thing. 

I’ve been learning a bit about your traditions and find them very inspiring. In the 24 th 
degree you must show evidence of compassion, piety and justice; in the 25 th 
degree you are driven to look within your faith, life and God and to get a clear look at 
your inner self. In the 27 th degree you are taught to always strive to assist the poor, 
helpless and infirm. And in the 28 th degree you learn that love for God manifests 
itself in love for truth, justice and nobility of soul. As I understand it, immediately 
after this Vespers Service some of you will be admitted to the 33 rd degree, an 
honorary degree indicating exemplary service to your communities. I congratulate 
all of you who have been thus honoured and salute those of you about to be 
admitted. 

Your Foundation has an impressive record of supporting major research grants in 
support of studies relating to intellectual impairment. In Vancouver the recent 
opening of a learning centre for children with dyslexia demonstrates that your 
learning, in this college of freemasonry is not simply for your own personal growth 
but to benefit those in the community who are in need of particular assistance. 

Such lessons and actions demonstrate the benefits of your ancient and venerable 
organization. And in them I sense the spirit and love of God, the God we know and 
worship in Jesus Christ our Lord, in the power of the Holy Spirit. This Cathedral 
Church, for generations, has been in Vancouver a light on the hill, a place of prayer 
for all people and a sign of the Kingdom of God unfolding in our midst. This is a 
place that welcomes all people, especially those who fervently and sincerely seek 
God: therefore, to you all, a sincere welcome. You honour us by being here this 
afternoon. May God bless your conference and all your deliberations. 

The Blessing of Unity 
Canon Michael D. H. Farr, Grand Prior 

Scripture: Zephaniah 3:13; Psalm 133 & 134; St. Matthew 20:1-16 

In the reading from Matthew today we read that the Kingdom of God is like a landowner 
who hired workers from his vineyard at various times during the day. And at the end of the 
day ordered his paymaster to pay a days wages to each regardless of how long they had 
worked. Naturally those who had worked all day felt they should be paid more than those 
who had worked for just one hour. There are two stumbling blocks for us in this reading. 
We immediately see the unfairness of the pay scale. And we hit another stumbling block 
when we realize that the story is about the Kingdom of God and that God would act like the 
landowner. If the story were told today it is not hard to imagine that the workers hired late 
in the day would have been illegal alien workers, or add your own prejudice. 

In our world today we meet much unfairness in the work place. People doing the same job 
for different rates of pay. We meet people who are not able to find work in their field of 
expertise and training and must work for much less pay as unskilled laboureres, etc., etc. 
We meet people who are discriminated against because of their customs and or religion, 
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and how often these differences produce fear and conflict in our communities. Sometimes 
the fear and conflict is able to reach a near global scale as is happening in Afghanistan and 
Iraq. 

It may appear in the story that God is not fair yet there is a realization that a full days wage 
is needed to live and there is fairness in that concept. The idea that in the Kingdom of God 
all people are treated generously is a comforting idea to me and I hope it is for you also. 
There is a sense of unity that realization of God’s generosity. Psalm 133 reminds us of 
how great a thing it is to live together in unity with God and each other. When the priests 
(Aaron the 1 st ) and kings of Israel were ordained heaven and earth are symbolically joined 
together by the precious oil of ordination as it is poured on the head and runs down into the 
beard. 

The unity that we share and experience together of course comes from our faith in God and 
the realization that we are all children of God, Brothers and Sisters in the one great human 
family under God. Our faith in God allows us to draw closer to each other. It is as if you 
and I are at the bottom points of an equilateral triangle and God is at the top. As you and I 
move toward God in faith we move closer to each other on the triangle. The blessing of 
unity growing as we move toward God in faith. 

Let us overcome any fears that we may have of each other and of the unknown as we 
make every effort to understand those who differ from us. May we all come to accept each 
other as children of God-By Faith. Amen

ALLOCUTION 


Peers and Brethren, 

As Sovereign Grand Commander of our Supreme Council, 33 of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, I want to welcome you all to the 134 th session of 
our Supreme Council. On behalf of the efficient and hardworking Brethren of the Vancouver 
planning committee we extend our thanks to you all for coming and sharing this time 
together as members and guests of the Scottish Rite family. 

We extend to our candidates and their spouses our congratulations and best wishes on 
their election to the Supreme Council. 
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We are delighted by the presence of our distinguished guests from within Scottish Rite 
Masonry and from our larger Masonic family. I am grateful and pleased that the Most 
Worshipful the Grand Master of B.C. and Yukon, Most Worshipful R. Glenn Allen is here 
with us and that he accepted the responsibility of being our Candidate for the 33° on behalf 
of the Class of 2008. 

The year 2008 marks the sixth time Supreme Council has met here in Vancouver, the last 
time being in 1988. It is always a delightful and exciting time when we meet together in this 
great city of Vancouver, for since its incorporation in 1886 it has been a major financial, 
commercial, industrial and transportation centre and a gateway to the rest of the world. 
Vancouver, as well as the rest of this great Province of British Columbia, lies in one of the 
most magnificent settings in Canada as well as in the rest of the world. 

A HISTORY OF VANCOUVER VALLEY 

In a historical account of the beginning of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite in B.C. it 
records that this birthing of Scottish Rite Masonry was fraught with many and varied 
difficulties before the bodies of the Rite were finally and firmly established. April 20, 1880 
saw the first two bodies of the Rite; that of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix Chapter 
established in the City of Victoria, B.C. by III. Bro. Jas. S Lawson 33°, Washington Territory, 
U.S.A. The Supreme Council of Canada had requested him to visit this part of the 
Dominion for this purpose. 

In June 1896 III. Bro. J. W. Murton, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander of the A&ASR for the 
Dominion of Canada arrived in Vancouver. The purpose of his visit to this part of the 
Dominion was to reinstate the Rite, which had been long dormant. Subsequently, on June 
27 th III. Bro. Murton, SGC, assembled the Brethren, handed them the Dispensation 
authorizing them to hold a regular Lodge of Perfection under the name of “Vancouver 
Lodge of Perfection” and with the assistance of III. Bro. C. N. Bell, 33° Deputy for Manitoba 
and the North West Territory, formally, and with appropriate ceremonies, declared the 
Lodge duly organized. After a year’s probation, the SGC issued a warrant granting 
Vancouver Lodge of Perfection a regular chapter. All of this took place on Oct 28, 1897. 
August 2, 1901, saw the beginning of the Vancouver Chapter of Rose Croix. Since the time 
of these two great beginnings, Scottish Rite Masonry has flourished here in Vancouver as 
well as the rest of British Columbia. Today, under the exceptional leadership of its Deputy, 
Actives and Officers, Scottish Rite Masonry in B.C. and Yukon Territory is a leading light in 
Canada. It will be my pleasure to be present for the opening of the fourth Scottish Rite 
Masonic Children’s Learning Centre for Dyslexia in Canada, here in Vancouver.

A. Rae Hutt, 33°, assistant to the Grand 
Secretary-General, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 33° who continues as Active in the Valley 
of Barrie.

These included Hoyt O. Samples, 33° from The Supreme Council of the Southern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, USA and Mordochai Blazer, 33° from The Supreme Council of Israel.

A great advocate for Scottish Rite Masonry, our Sovereign Grand Commander described 
many of the visits, special events and activities at which he was in attendance. We could 
not wish for a more personable and competent representative.

As Chairman, I also extend my sincere personal thanks to the members of this Committee 
as listed below for their collective advice, input, wisdom and experience with respect to the 
work of your Committee.

John V. Lawer, President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation gave his Annual 
Report. 

John V. Lawer: As this is my last annual report as President, I want to take the opportunity 
to look backward, and a little bit forward, and tell you what I've seen and what I've learned 
as a Director of the Foundation for 31 years, 11 of those as President. 

When I was asked to be a Director and Secretary in Sept. 1977, the original 1965 Supreme 
Council contribution of $100,000 had grown to a capital account of $1,232,000. The sum of 
$85,000 was distributed the preceding fiscal year to what was then known as the Canadian 
Association for the Mentally Retarded. 

When I was elected President in 1997 the capital account had increased to $7,192,319 and 
the Foundation made a contribution of $500,000 to the Canadian Association for 
Community Living. This year, the capital account has more than doubled the 1997 figure 
and reached some $15 million. And again this year, as for the past several years, $550,000 
has been contributed to researchers seeking the causes - and, hopefully, cures - for 
mental challenges. 

So, from a financial perspective, the Foundation is on solid ground, although we should 
never get complacent. Requests for funding go up just as fast, if not faster. 

I remember saying in my first report as President in 1998 that I said I was well aware of the 
great number of persons upon whom I could, and would, rely for the teamwork so 
necessary for the success of the operation. Over the years I have been blessed with the 
support of a remarkable group of Board members. Some have passed on to their reward, 
like Richard (Dick) Barr, who had was for many years Chairman of the Foundation's Valley 
Representatives. Others had to leave the Board for health reasons. But others, I'm happy to 
say, continue to serve. I admire and respect every one of them. 

I sometimes wonder why some people volunteer their time and energy and others don't. In 
my case, my parents taught me that it's important to give back to the community and I've 
tried to do that. And I feel that service, in whatever form, is central to our lives as Masons. 
What I'm really trying to say is that the Foundation is a great cause, and wherever you live, 
whatever you do, you can help raise money. Help with a curling tournament. Help with the 
golf tournament. Walk in the annual Walkathon. Sell pies or make brown bag lunches. You 
don't have to serve as a Director. You certainly don't have to be President. There are lots of 
ways to help. I hope this year you'll find the time. 

Of course, I can hardly look back without mentioning the creation of Learning Centres that 
began in London in 2003 to provide free remedial tutoring to children afflicted with dyslexia 
and the subsequent development of Centres in Windsor, Halifax and, this month, in 
Vancouver. And several other centres are in various stages of planning. Learning Centres 
are becoming the face of Scottish Rite Masonry and I couldn't be happier.

We owe a huge debt of gratitude to the members of London, Chatham and Windsor who 
devoted countless hours to the production of the Handbook, which is the Bible for the 
formation and operation of the learning centres. 

For me, the Learning Centres have provided some of the longest-lasting impressions of my 
time as President. I can see the faces of the kids at graduation. They are so happy to gain 
control over their dyslexia and plunge into the wonderful world of books. And the parents. 
They come to the Centres in despair, close to tears. They see how dyslexia ostracizes their 
child from others and how it holds back academic success. Like all parents, the parents 
who come to the Centres want the best for their child and I am delighted we can help some 
of them. The letters of thanks and the conversations with parents are things I will never 
forget. 

Another thing I will never forget is the solid support the Foundation receives from the staff 
in Hamilton. Thank you Terry McLean, Sue Thompson, and Annie Thompson. Finally, I 
want to thank two members of the Board, who, in addition to myself, are relinquishing their 
office: our current Treasurer A. Douglas Nicholls and our former Treasurer and, latterly our 
Assistant Treasurer, H. Edward Standish. To them I want to express an especially warm 
thank you. 

A few years ago we started a tradition at this luncheon of honouring the best of the best 
from the previous year. There are three categories, all given in recognition for their support 
of the Foundation. 

The first in Highest Average Donation. We calculate this by dividing the total donation by 
the number of members. This year's winner is the Valley of Halifax with a very impressive 
average donation of $181.85. 

The second category is Highest Participation Rate. That is, the number of people who give 
as a percentage of the total membership. This year's winner is the Valley of Central Alberta 
with a Participation Rate of 16.5%. To put this in perspective, the national Participation 
Rate is 6.6%. I must say, the national participation rate is one of the few disappointments 
during my term as President. I was really hopeful we could hit 10% but the goal remains 
elusive. 

The third, and final award goes to the Valley with the largest year-over-year increase. This 
year's winner is the Valley of Halifax with $38,683. Congratulations. It is a most impressive 
total. Let me add that other Valleys also showed spectacular year-over-increases. Ottawa 
was $33,500; Guelph $24,000 and Vancouver almost $15,000. While there can only be one 
winner, everyone deserves recognition. 

I've mentioned age several times in the past few minutes, which brings me to the point 
where age, the Foundation and money intersect. That is, bequests. Bequests to the 
Foundation in 2007/2008 totalled $555,574. We never like to lose a Brother but we very 
much appreciate their generosity. 

In the official history of the Foundation, author Donald Fleming comments that: “Much has 
been achieved. Much remains to be done. The end is not in sight. Useful work without limit 
awaits the efforts of our hands and hearts. The future is bright with hope and challenge.” 



Those of us who are retiring echo those sentiments and pass the torch to those who will 
hold it ever higher and brighter.

REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article .35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2008, the net assets under its charge 
totalled $ 1,704,561 compared to $ 1,540,659 as at May 31, 2007. Please note that this 
significant increase gives effect to the new accounting policy adopted by Supreme Council, 
whereby, investments are now stated at fair value and the statement of financial position 
has been adjusted accordingly. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital gain of $ 26,988 together with investment income of $ 56,969. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,631,404 at market value as at 
May 31, 2008. Note: additional investment cash is included in the cash and cash 
equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General 
investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $ 1,900 and $ 2,328 
respectively, thus bringing the total of the investment portfolios to $ 1,635,632. 

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R. B. C. Dominion Securities continue to work 
within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the 
portfolio generally within a maximum 65% / 35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of 
ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
investment income there-from become meaningful. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and the overall 
performance of the portfolios despite the market volatility experienced lately. We would like 
to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhurst of R. B. C. Dominion Securities for his 
assistance and interest. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing engagement of 
this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Capital assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line 
basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 

As of June 1, 2007, the organization adopted CICA Handbook Section 3855, Financial Instruments - 
Recognition and Measurement; CICA Handbook Section 3865, Hedges; and the amendments to CICA 
Handbook Sections and Accounting Guidelines resulting from the issuance of these Sections. Under the new 
standards, all financial assets must be classified as held-to-maturity, loans and receivables, held-for-trading or 
available-for-sale and all financial liabilities must be classified as held-for-trading or other. Financial instruments 
classified as held-for-trading will be measured at fair value with changes in fair value recognized in the 
statement of operations. Financial assets classified as held-to-maturity or as loans and receivables and financial 
liabilities not classified as held-for-trading will be measured at amortized cost. Available-for-sale financial assets 
will be measured at fair value.

ALBERTA AND THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report on the conditions and activities of the five Scottish Rite 
Valleys in Alberta and the Northwest Territories. 

During the year, we were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are 
inscribed in the obituary records of our Annual Proceedings. Their contributions to Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry will be sorely missed. To their families we extend our deepest 
sympathies. 

Valley of Calgary 

A BBQ was held at the September meeting of the Valley, and a report was received 
concerning the golf tournament held in June which was used to raise funds for the Learning 
Centre in Alberta. The Calgary Lodge of Perfection held their 88 th Annual Reunion, 
honouring III. Bro. Howard Miller, on October 20, 2007. The 14° was conferred in fine 
fashion. 

The 51 st Fall Assembly of the Southalta Consistory was held November 5, 8, 9, 10. The 
19°-23° and 29-32° were conferred on 10 candidates. The Deputy gave the proclamation. 
A banquet followed the Assembly. 

The Valley of Calgary performed a joint installation in December. The officers of all three 
bodies were installed on the same night. The annual Christmas lunch was also held in 
December.

The 60 th Annual Lodge of Perfection Reunion was held in February, 2008. The Reunion 
honoured III. Bro. Brant Irwin 32°. The Deputy gave the Proclamation and presented the 
Valley with a plaque for having the best notice for their size of membership.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

One of the most pleasant assignments following a Supreme Council session is to talk with 
and introduce in Lodge those Brethren who have been elected to receive their 33°. The 
schedule of visits stretched the project out over several months, but eventually all nine 
were recognized. Another pleasant function is to recognize those Brethren who have been 
selected by their Valley to receive the Scottish Rite Order of Merit for exemplary service to 
the Rite. On November 17, 2007, III.-. Bro.-. Ardeshir Adi, 32° was presented with his jewel 
in Vancouver Lodge of Perfection. 
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On September 25, 2007, the Grand Master of British Columbia and Yukon, M.W. Bro. 
Stephen Godfrey 33° hosted a luncheon of leaders of Masonic bodies in BC. Its purpose 
was to discuss plans and schedules for the upcoming year to reduce conflicting events. 
This proactive planning and cooperation is greatly appreciated. 

On December 7, 2007, a luncheon was held at the Terminal City Club in Vancouver for the 
five recipients of Charitable Foundations awards. It was very gratifying to hear their stories 
and be able to present a total of $125,000 for their continuing research. III.-. Bro.-. Mike 
Ward 33° and Penny, III.-. Bro.-. Jack Barr 33° and my wife Sheran assisted with the 
presentations. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a critical part of our charitable 
endeavours. To the Valleys and members who have been most generous in their 
donations in support of either the Learning Centres or programs of the Foundation, a most 
hearty thank you. Your generosity will benefit people you will never meet. A Greek proverb 
says it best, “A civilization flourishes when people plant trees under whose shade they will 
never sit.” 

On March 29, 2008, an Intra-Provincial meeting of Scottish Rite Masons was held at the 
River Rock Casino Hotel in Richmond, BC. Geographic considerations make attendance at 
such events difficult, but 45 members turned out to hear five important presentations. The 
first speaker was Margaret Hope, a well-known speaker and facilitator, who discussed 
generational and attitudinal changes in society, traditional behaviour patterns and 
communications. Organizations today have problems in attracting new high-quality 
members and retaining them. She emphasized the need to identify our mission, our values 
and our vitality. III.-. Bro.-. John Shandalla 32° brought the experiences of Okanagan 
Lodge of Perfection to the group. This was the only valley in BC to show a positive 
membership increase in the prior year. This Valley has a proactive approach to inviting 
selected candidates and involving them throughout their Scottish Rite journey. III.-. Bro.-. 
Larry Atkinson 33° discussed membership trends of Masonic bodies in BC and 
development of an information package to present to prospective candidates, as well as to 
have proposers well schooled on the benefits of membership in the Rite. III.-. Bro.-. Bill 
Headen 33° spoke on the concept of and the need for well-run meetings and good degree 
work. III.-. Bro.-. Mike Ward 33°, Active Member of Supreme Council, brought us up to date 
on the Learning Centre and Supreme Council sessions in Vancouver in September 2008. 

On April 30, 2008, Sovereign Grand Commander III.-. Bro.-. C. Robert Townshend 33°and 
Pat arrived in Kelowna. After a banquet on May 1, he made an official visit to Okanagan 
Lodge of Perfection. Prior to the conferral of the 13° by members of Thompson Valley 
Lodge of Perfection (Kamloops), each of the candidates, dressed appropriately for their 
degree, gave a short summary of the lessons in the 4° to 12°. In this Valley, each of the 
candidates is required to give his interpretation and an explanation and meaning of each 
degree he has received before being allowed to take the succeeding degree. This is done 
on a secure website (or at the next meeting if not posted). I am sure each candidate has a 
better appreciation of each degree and a feeling of active participation in Scottish Rite.

Bro.-. Mike Ward 33°and his wife Penny, were in Vernon on this occasion. 

During the year, Scottish Rite suffered two calamities. The first was the passing of Past 
Deputy and Past Active Member of Supreme Council III.-. Bro.-. Richard E. Barr 33 Q . Dick 
was a wonderful man and Mason and his passing leaves a great void in our Fraternity. His 
active participation at Scottish Rite events and his support for the Scottish Rite Charitable

Foundation could always be counted on. We know Enid and the family will cherish his 
memory. 

The second calamity was the demise of the Valley of Penticton, both the Lodge of 
Perfection and the Rose Croix Chapter.

Bro.\ Ray Bryant 
33° and Margaret have been very supportive and helpful to Sheran and I throughout the 
year and have made it all so rewarding.

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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR NOVA SCOTIA, 

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND, NEWFOUNDLAND AND LABRADOR 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my Report as Deputy for The Provinces of Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Newfoundland and Labrador on the state of the Rite in my Jurisdiction, as 
required by the article 26 (b) of the Statutes and Regulations. 

The total membership in the four Valleys decreased by 26 members in 2007. In 2006 we 
had 928 members and in 2007 902 members with the greatest decreases reported in 
Summerside (16) and Halifax (13). 

Deaths 


Masonry in Nova Scotia lost two staunch supporters with the passing of Honorary 
Inspectors - General, namely III. Bro. John Edward Montgomery, 33° who died on July 14, 
2007, and III. Bro. Ian Lawrence MacRae who died on January 4, 2008. The passing of 
these Brothers is indeed a loss to Scottish Rite and the Craft. 

Valley of Halifax 

On November 1, 2007 I made my Official Visit to the Valley of Halifax. This is the largest 
Valley in my Jurisdiction having 523 Members. Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro, 
Matthew F. Todd, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. Harold E. Crosby, 33° 
and Honorary Inspectors - General from the Valley accompanied me on this visit. 

I applaud the Valley of Halifax for their outstanding work in maintaining the only Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation Children’s Learning Centre in Atlantic Canada. 

The Learning Centre is under the very capable direction of Ms. Thelma Gregan. To quote 
Ms. Gregan in her Annual Report, “We began the school year with six Tutors and eight 
children.

Currently there are eleven Tutors 
working with fourteen children.”

A new training class will begin after the current class has completed all the required 
seminars, probably early in 2009”. This Valley raises over $10,000.00 each year with a golf 
tournament for the Learning Centre. A library has been established in the Centre and is 
named in Honour of Past Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. Harold E. Crosby, 33°. 

In April 2008, I attended the Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory Reunion in Halifax, and was 
honoured to take part in the presentation of 50 year awards to several of the Brethren. 
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Valley of Summerside 


On October 23, 2007 I made my Official Visit to the Valley of Summerside. There are 89 
Lodge members in this Valley, a decline of 16 members from the previous year. Lieutenant 
Grand Commander, III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd and Honorary Inspectors - General from the 
Valley accompanied me on this visit. As in many other Organizations, funds are always a 
problem and in the case of this Valley dues have increased putting the total to $90.00 for 
both Bodies. 

Valley of St. John’s

A review of the most recent Annual Returns for the Valley indicates a continued decline in 
membership numbers in both the Lodge of Perfection and the Chapter of the Rose Croix.

At that time I was pleased to present a 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation grant for $2,000 to be used to train tutors for the 
Learning Centre that valley is planning to open in the future. During the year the Valley had 
the good fortune of being the beneficiary of a generous anonymous donation of $25,000 
made to the Foundation by a member of the Valley for the express purpose of establishing 
a Learning Centre in the Valley. They have formed a planning committee to pursue this 
opportunity and considerable excitement has been generated within the Valley. 

The Maundy Thursday and Easter Ceremonies were celebrated in both Guelph and 
Hanover with a good turnout of members at both locations. The Easter Ceremony on 
Sunday in Guelph was again an “open” event for family and friends. A joint Installation and 
Investiture of Officers for both the Lodge and Chapter was held on May 27th when I was 
pleased to be present. Earlier that day I had the privilege of being the guest speaker at the 
Kincardine Scottish Rite Club when I addressed them on the subject of membership - what 
it means to our members and how to attract new members. The establishment of clubs 
such as this in areas which are at a distance from the Valley’s meeting place, are vital to 
the success of a valley as they allow the brethren to meet on a social level in their own 
community. 
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The Immediate Past Masters of Lodges in the Bruce County hold an annual event called 
“The Degree in the Barn” and Guelph Valley has been invited to present information 
regarding Scottish Rite, the Valley of Guelph, the Consistory, and Supreme Council and its 
connection with Bruce County and to portray the drama portion of the 8th degree. I was 
pleased to grant dispensation for this event which is to be held on September 20, 2008 
near Wiarton. It would appear to be an excellent opportunity to attract Master Masons to 
the Valley especially since it is sponsored by Craft Masonry and not ourselves. 

It was heartening to note that during the year they once more gained 12 new members in 
the Lodge and 11 in the Chapter by initiation and restored 2 members to membership. The 
Valley is actively promoting Scottish Rite throughout the Valley with good results. The new 
improved Valley notice and Newsletter are more effectively keeping the brethren informed 
of activities within the Valley and this is affecting attendance. 

The Valley held a walkathon again this year in support of the Learning Centre Program in 
conjunction with similar events sponsored by the Valley of London. Each year they also 
hold a summer barbecue which is well-attended and a time for family and friends to mingle.

I attended the Maundy Thursday Ceremony in Quebec City at the occasion of my annual 
visit to that Valley, accompanied by III. Bro. M, A. Sicard, 32°. In the last year unfortunately, 
this Valley had only two new candidates for the Perfection Degrees, and none at the 
Chapter level. While this is better than last year, when no candidates were received, it is 
totally insufficient to foresee a bright future for the Brethren of the struggling Valley of 
Quebec, unless, as I repeated to them for the third time, they really make a special effort to 
recruit in the French speaking basin of their region. 

Grants from the Foundation 


I had the pleasure to personally present all four major grants destined to meritorious 
nominees in this Province. The first one presented was to Dr. Marie Kmita at the occasion 
of a Loge de Perfection meeting in November. The other three I remitted at my office to 
Drs. Karl Fernandez, Guy Doucet and Lionel Carmant, as it was more practical under the 
circumstances. The Deputy’s discretionary annual $2,000 grant was presented in 
November to Louka J. Beaudry, a doctoral student in History at the Universite de Montreal, 
whose thesis is on the history of medicine in the Province of Quebec. This young man 
made a lasting impression on the Brethren present with his thanking speech which he had 
memorised. He has since asked to join the Craft. 

Insurance 


The two Valleys in this Province are facing a major administrative problem with the 
implementation of the new compulsory insurance regime established by Supreme Council. 
Both Valleys already maintained adequate and comparable insurance protection through 
the respective owners or beneficial owners of the buildings where they meet. These third 
parties do not fall under the authority of the Supreme Council and had already made their 
long term plans, rules and/or deals with all their tenants. The Scottish Rite bodies are 
therefore facing a dilemma. In fact, the blanket coverage they have taken advantage of 
before the S.C. plan came into existence were procured at competitive or lower prices 
through local Masonic (or Masonic members held) entities. There is no wish to harm the 
long term plans of these entities. And there is no wish to pay for double coverage either, 
which would bring no additional protection. Explanation letters were sent to Supreme 
Council by the Grand-Secretaries of each Valley, to which a unique and unqualified answer 
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was made to date: "No opt out, no exceptions!" This is perceived as being rather inflexible 
and not taking into account the economic reality of the respective Valleys. At this point in 
time, neither Valley has yet resolved to pay the premium demanded by S.C. and the 
situation remains unsolved. I would wish to work with the Advisory Council if at all possible 
to find an acceptable solution to this situation. 

Appreciation 

I wish to thank all Presiding Officers and the Grand-Secretaries of both Valleys, all 
Inspectors-General who were actively involved within the jurisdiction, as well as the 
Secretary-General, the Executive Operating Officer and their devoted staff in Hamilton for 
all the assistance they provided readily and cheerfully every time I had to call upon them for 
help.

Charlton Ayres Carscallen passed away on August 1, 
2008, at the Sydenham Campus, Chatham-Kent Health Alliance, 
Wallaceburg, Ontario.

ILL. BRO. BRUCE ROBERTSON GRANT 

The Valley of London and the Valley of Hamilton were saddened to 
learn of the passing of III Bro. Bruce Robertson Grant 33 on June 23, 
2008. His many contributions to two valleys are a testament to his 
dedication to Scottish Rite Masonry. 

III. Bro. Bruce R. Grant was born August 31, 1920 in Toronto, Ontario. 
He attended Public and High School in Toronto before attending the 
Harvard Business School in Boston Massachusetts. 

He worked for 46 and half years with Domtar Inc. and several of it's 
subsidiaries. On August 1, 1983 he retired as Senior Vice President of 
Domtar Pulp & Paper Products Ltd. 

Bruce is survived by his wife Madge, his children Mary, Patricia, James, Catherine, 9 
grandchildren and 4 great grandchildren. On August 16, 2008 Bruce and Madge would 
have celebrated 62 years of marriage. 

From 1941 to 1945 he served with the R.C.A.F. in Britain, Sierra Leone, Egypt and 
Palestine. 

In 1842 three Grant brothers settled in Biddulph township and were instrumental in the 
founding of the village of Granton, which is north east of London, Ontario. When Bruce's 
job with Domtar brought him to London he took up residence in Granton and began his 
Masonic career. He was initiated into Granton Lodge no. 483 on May 29, 1950 and served 
as Worshipful Master in 1955. Bruce spearheaded the building of the new Masonic Hall in 
Granton, which was completed in 1957. He was appointed a Grand Steward of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario in 1961. 
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His Scottish Rite career began when he joined the London Lodge of Perfection on May 11, 
1954. He served as Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the London Lodge of Perfection in 
1965. He was a member of the London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix and Moore 
Sovereign Consistory. 

On moving to Dundas Ontario due to his work, Bruce became actively involved with the 
Valley of Hamilton and Moore Sovereign Consistory. In 1968 he started as an officer with 
Moore Sovereign Consistory reaching the office of Second Lieutenant Commander in 1972. 
In that year Bruce moved to Britain to be Managing Director of Domtar U.K. Ltd. His 
devotion to Scottish Rite Masonary and Moore Sovereign Consistory was so strong that 
while in Britain, he would fly back to Canada for Spring Assemblies and Fall Reunions. 
Because of the respect his fellow officers and members of Moore Sovereign Consistory 
held for Bruce a space in the line of officers was held for him. On his return to Canada from 
Britain he stepped back into the line and was elected Commander-in-Chief in January 
1986. Thus, becoming the first London Valley member to serve as Commander-in-Chief of 
Moore Sovereign Consistory.

Columbia on September 7, 1973. He was appointed Executive Secretary of Supreme 
Council in September 1988 and served for 2 years in that position. Bruce was received into 
the Royal Order of Scotland on October 22, 1988 and was an Honorary member of the 
Buffalo Consistory. 

The quiet dignity, counsel and guiding hand he extended to all who came into contact with 
him will be greatly missed by the Valley of London and the Valley of Hamilton and all 
Scottish Rite masons in Canada 

He wanted " To leave this world a better place than the one I was born into". Well done 
Bruce. 


ILL BRO. RALPH GORDON GILLESPIE 

Ralph Gordon Gillespie was born on January 18, 1924 in 
Orangeville, Ontario.

Freemasonry in Hamilton Ontario experienced a great loss with the 
passing, on December 24, 2007, of III. Bro. Timothy George Regan 
33°. 

Tim was born in London, England, on August 29, 1913, and in 1916, 
with his parents and brother, Daniel, moved to Hamilton Ontario.

From 1943 to 1945, he served with the Royal Canadian Army Corps, going overseas, and 
returning as a Sergeant.

Church Cathedral in 1936, President of the Ontario Provincial Council in 1938, and 
President of the Dominion of Canada Council in 1939-1940.
